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New attack on 
public boozing 
in town centre

LUTON town centre's reputation 
is being dragged down by the 
number of alcoholics on its 
streets, according to the leader of 
the Conservative group. 

Michael Garrett, who is a ward 
councillor for Icknield, believes 
the town centre has never looked 
as ‘run down’ as it has now since 
he joined the council in the 1970s. 

And he believes the presence of 
‘alcoholics’ on the streets is ruin¬ 
ing the experience for visitors. 

His comments come as a charity 
has been awarded funding letting 
them help street drinkers try to 
improve the quality of their life. 

Councillor Garrett told Luton on 
Sunday : “You’re not going to 
attract people to the town when 
all you see is alcoholics sitting 
outside. What a good promotion! 

“I was appalled at the number of 
alcoholics that were sitting on 
benches in the town centre. 

“They are there from 4am until 
the next morning, 24/7. There’s

an alcohol ban within the town 
centre, but the police and the 
council don’t seem to be doing a 
great deal about it.” 

Areas of the town centre are 
‘designated public places’, which 
means drinkers could be fined up 
to £500 if they don’t hand over 
their booze over to the police. 

Now, homeless charity NOAH 
Enterprise has been awarded 
£20,000 by Luton Business 


Improvement District to continue 
funding a street worker whose 
role it is to support people on 
Luton town centre’s streets into 
the community and employment. 

Jim O’Connor, chief executive of 
NOAH, said: “The majority in this 
circumstance, as well as those at 
risk of being homeless, have 
addictions to alcohol. 

“The scale of this is significant 
when you consider we have 
engaged with 242 street drinkers 
in our work over the past year.” 

NOAH is aiming in the months 
leading up to this Christmas to 
help 45 people who are street 
drinking out of the town centre, 
support 15 homeless people into 
accommodation and help nine 
people into an alcohol treatment 
programme. 

And Councillor Garrett hopes 
the work of the wardens proves 
fruitful, adding: “We need to 
ensure it’s a more enjoyable expe¬ 
rience, at the moment it’s not.”

A MUSICIAN who was killed in a 
head-on collision last weekend will 
have his memory live on with a foun¬ 
dation set up in his name. 

Dylan Mazhindu, 29, known to 
many as Detox, died when his 
Mercedes collided with a van near 
Wollaston in Northamptonshire. 


Dylan, who grew up in Luton died 
at the scene. Now family and friends 
are taking inspiration from a dream 
he had before he died by setting up a 
foundation, named after him, to help 
teens growing up without opportuni¬ 
ties to create music.

TWO weeks in the Cretan sun: something akin to 
heaven on earth. 

Returning last weekend to driving rain and an 
autumnal bite in the air, my fortnight away became 
a distant dream before I could so much as fumble 
about with the thermostat. 

But my holiday had done its job. Work-related 
angst had faded from acute anxiety to mild panic, I 
established a gentle glow (arguably just a case of 
merged freckles as opposed to a ‘tan’), and 
ploughed through three novels. 

All that, I had expected. But I had also hoped that 
lying on a beach would somehow vindicate my 
turmoils. Instead, my whittles were thrown into 


stark contrast. I met Jon, in his twenties, who was 
a civil engineer. ‘Was’ being the operative word. 
After training for five years and working his way up 
to a respectable position, Jon found himself 
unemployed and living on a friend’s sofa. 

Government building projects - particularly in the 
islands which Manousos, the owner of our villa, 
says ‘would rather go it alone anyway’ - have all 
but dried up. I have read all the headlines but it is 
all too easy to switch off and forget about the real 
people behind these stories. Not the politicians and 
the philanderers, but the normal folk dealing with 
the fallout of this ‘Greek tragedy’. 

Early one morning, I hear banging. Three men are 
cracking rocks with sledgehammers and small 
chisels. 

Manousos tells me they are Syrian men. They

Girl touched 
on way back 
from school

POLICE have urged kids to take 
extra caution on their walk back 
from school - after a disturbing 
incident where a girl was 
‘touched inappropriately’. 

The girl was walking home from 
school along Leicester Road in 
Luton between 3pm and 3.50pm 
last Friday when she was 
approached by three men 
and a woman. 

One of the men went 
on to inappropriately 
touch the youngster 
before she was able to 
run away. The four peo¬ 
ple are all described as 
white and the woman 
was believed to be wearing 
a traditional Romanian dress. 

Detective Inspector Ryan 
Brammer is part of Bedfordshire 
Police’s new Emerald unit, which 
investigates domestic crime and 
sexual offences. 

He said: “I understand that 
reports such as these are worry¬ 
ing, however, I’d like to reassure 
parents that we are working hard 


to investigate this and to identify 
the people responsible. 

“There is no excuse for this type 
of behaviour, it’s completely 
unacceptable and we will not 
tolerate it. I’d urge anyone who 
may have witnessed either of 
these incidents to get in touch 
with us to help us find those 
responsible.” 

The force’s schools and young 
person development officer, 
Richard Denton, added: “For 
the vast majority of pupils 
the journey to and from 
school is safe and une¬ 
ventful, however, we 
do occasionally get 
these types of reports. 

“We’d encourage 
parents and guardians 
to discuss personal safe¬ 
ty with their children and 
make sure they understand 
the importance of not speaking to 
strangers. 

“Simple advice to follow includes 
avoiding walking alone if possi¬ 
ble, stick to busy, well-lit streets, 
and be alert - avoid wearing head¬ 
phones as this can distract you.”

A NEW £40 million build¬ 
ing for the University of 
Bedfordshire is set to be 
given the green light to be 
built in the town centre. 

Back in July the uni 
announced plans to build 
a centre devoted to teach¬ 
ing and research in sci¬ 
ence, technology, engi¬ 
neering and mathematics 
(STEM). 

The four-storey building 
would allow the university 
to offer new courses such 
as pharmacy, nutrition, 
physics, biochemistry, 
chemistry, geology and 
echanical engineering. 

The STEM building would 
be built in Park Street by 
2018 if planning permis¬ 
sion is granted. 

And that looks likely as 
planning officers have 
recommended it for 
approval when a final 
decision is made by the 
council’s development 
control committee on 
Wednesday. 


Uni slams plans to cut 
foreign student intake

A UNIVERSITY has hit out at propos¬ 
als to limit the number of foreign 
students given places to study in the 
United Kingdom. 

A spokeswoman for the University 
of Bedfordshire (UoB) has said that 
the proposed regulations on student 
visas would be a ‘retrograde step’ for 
all universities across the country. 

This follows a speech made by Home 
Secretary Amber Rudd on Monday, in 
which she announced plans which 
would make it tougher to study in the 
United Kingdom. 

A spokeswoman for the UoB, of 
which 18 per cent of its 22,000 stu¬ 


dents are foreign, said: “All UK uni¬ 
versities are quality assured and it 
would be retrograde step to treat uni¬ 
versities differently in the regulation 
of student visas. 

“We will be putting our views for¬ 
ward during the consultation. 

“International students are not eco¬ 
nomic migrants and polling shows 
the public does not see them in that 
way.” 

In the proposed new multi-tiered 
student visa system, a number of con¬ 
siderations will be made. 

The right to work as a student, to 
work in the UK after graduation, to 
bring along family, and to arrive 
without passing an English language 
test would all be tied to the quality of 


the university and course the student 
was applying for will all be consid¬ 
ered when making the decision. 

It is believed that this will make it 
more difficult for applicants at lesser 
ranked universities. 

Aside from the impact to the coun¬ 
try’s universities, the UoB feel it will 
have a negative impact on the United 
Kingdom’s economy. 

“International students come to the 
UK to study and then the majority 
leave. They make an £8 billion contri¬ 
bution to our economy and generate 
almost 137,000 jobs across the UK. 

“The government should stop treat¬ 
ing international students as eco¬ 
nomic migrants and take them out of 
the migration numbers altogether.”

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Unhappy diner in 
drive-thru drama

A WOMAN who became 
angry when she realised she 
was being filmed on a mobile 
phone at a McDonald’s drive- 
thru ended up wielding the 
sheath of a samurai sword at 
the man taking the footage. 

Sophie Blackett, 28, was 
given a 12 month community 
order on Tuesday when she 
pleaded guilty to an offence 
of affray at Luton Crown 
Court. 

Judge Richard Foster was 
told how on March 18 this 
year, Blackett and her partner 
were in their car waiting in a 
line of vehicles at the takea¬ 
way in Chaul End Lane. 


The court was told there 
was a problem with the res¬ 
taurant’s ‘electronic system’ 
which resulted in a hold up 
with drivers stuck in a queue. 

Prosecutor Warwick 
Aleeson said Blackett got out 
of the car to go and speak 
with staff at the counter and 
realised the occupants of a 
silver car nearby were filming 
her on a mobile phone. 

Mr Aleeson said she became 
angry with the filming and, 
confronting the people in the 
car, an argument broke out. 

In the car park of the fast 
food chain, events took a sin¬ 
ister turn when Blackett went 
to the boot of her car and took 
out the sheath of the Samurai 
sword before waving it at the 


occupants of the silver car. 
Mr Aleeson stressed that the 
sword itself remained in the 
boot of the vehicle, but it 
alarmed onlookers and the 
police were called. 

Blackett left the scene but 
later returned and was arrest¬ 
ed by the officers who were 
still present. 

The court was told that 
Blackett, of Chapel Street in 
Luton, had the Samurai 
sword with her that day only 
because she was in the pro¬ 
cess of moving house. 

Mr Foster sentenced her to a 
12 month community order 
and ordered that she be sub¬ 
ject to a four month home 
curfew between 8pm and 
6am.

A LEUKAEMIA patient will take on the biggest 
challenge of his life by tackling a gruelling four 
day climb up a one kilometre sheer cliff face in 
California.

‘Horrifying weapon’ 
used to smash car

A BUILDER took the law into his own hands 
when he thought property was being 
removed from the multi occupancy flat 
where he lived with his family. 

Arming himself with a metal bar, Karol 
Szatkowski attacked the car of the man taking 
the items. The confrontation took place 
outside the property in Carisbrook Road, 
Luton, on the evening of May 21 this year. 

At Luton Crown Court on Wednesday 
Szatkowski, 32, who now lives in Park Street 
West in Luton, pleaded guilty to having an 
offensive weapon and criminal damage. 

Judge Richard Foster was told the victim had 


lived at the property until a month earlier. At 
the time he left there had been complaints 
about what he had taken from other residents. 

Prosecutor Tim Nutley said when the man 
returned on May 21 to remove larger items, 
there was some ill feeling from others living at 
the property and the defendant was called. 

The court was told Szatkowski, having first 
gone inside the house, then went up to the 
man’s car with a metal bar and used it to 
smash the driver’s window. The judge 
described it as a ‘horrifying looking weapon’. 

He sentenced Szatkowski to three months 
imprisonment, suspended for 12 months, 
ordered him to carry out 50 hours of unpaid 
work and told him to pay his victim £300 in 
compensation and £600 in prosecution costs.

Shame of school site 

WE live in a desperate world. In 1945 
Vauxhall Motors desperately needed a 
Sport and Recreation site for its work¬ 
ers.

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Backing Power Court 


TOMORROW is the final chance 
for people to respond to the 
initial consultation process 
regarding developments at 
Power Court and Newlands 
Park, submitted by Luton Town 
Football Club. 

LoS reporter Nick explains why 
he backs the plans... 



THROUGHOUT the 90s and 
2000s I’ve watched Luton 
Town’s progression through 
the leagues and their 
subsequent regression, 
including the years spent in 
non-league wilderness. 

As any fan of any club will 
know, the latter was not the 
fault of the fans or the 
current owners and I’m sure 
the majority of football fans 
welcomed seeing the Hatters 
return to the Football 
League. 

As recently as 2006,1 
remember seeing the Hatters 
playing in the Championship 
at Kenilworth Road, albeit in 
the away end, as Luton went 
top of the second tier on the 
opening day of the season. 

It was obvious to me then 
that the club had already 
outgrown its home in 
Kenilworth Road. 

In fact, I remember the 
possibility of a new stadium 
being mooted around that 
time; but as with each 
preceding instance of a new 
stadium proposal for the 
Hatters, it never really got off 
the ground. 

Every Luton fan will know 
what happened in the follow¬ 
ing years and most will want 
to see those consigned to 
memory, but thankfully now 
the club seems to be back 
on the up. 

They have dedicated 
owners who love the club 
and ambitious managerial 
and playing staff, to go along 
with the loyal support which 
was so evident during the 
non-league years. 

A new state-of-the-art 
stadium at Power Court will 
only further progress the 
ambition held by the club’s 


owners, managing and play¬ 
ing staff, getting back to 
where a club the size of 
Luton deserves to be. 

While Kenilworth Road is 
one of only a handful of 
remaining football stadiums 
with their origins in the 19th 
century, a club like Luton 
deserves a new arena, which 
will not only benefit the club 
but also the town as a 
whole. 

Along with the Newlands 
Park development, the plans 
are expected to bring £225m 
a year to the town’s econo¬ 
my, along with creating 
10,500 new jobs. 

Aside from the benefits to 
the club, this seems like too 
good an opportunity for the 
town as a whole to be 
passed up. 

It will provide incentive for 
a number of businesses, 
shops and restaurants to 
take up residence at both the 
Power Court site and at 
Newlands Park. 

For those uninterested in 
the footballing side, that’s far 
from the only benefit these 
proposals will bring. 

With all the other develop¬ 
ments planned for the town, 
such as the airport expan¬ 
sion, the new hospital, when 
would be a better time to 
take advantage of such an 
opportunity? 

Tomorrow is the last day 
people can have their say on 
the new developments, 
which, if successful, would 
see the face of the town 
transformed.

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New school could 
get the go ahead

THE building of a new school 
looks set to be given the 
green light. 

The Chiltern Learning 
Trust, alongside Luton 
Borough Council, is propos¬ 
ing to build a new 1,200 place 
secondary school at the 
Brache, a sports ground 
which used to be used as a 
cricket pitch by workers at 
Vauxhall. 


The number of secondary 
school aged pupils is set to 
increase by 25 per cent, 
which means an extra 2,100 
places would be needed by 
2020. 

The school, which would be 
located in Gipsy Lane, would 
create more than half those 
spaces. 

The application has been 
objected to by some residents 
and Sports England, who feel 
the site is unsuitable due to 
its size and the loss of the 
playing field. 


It’s now been recommend¬ 
ed for approval to be built, 
with a final decision due to 
be made by councillors on 
the development control 
committee on Wednesday. 

In April, the Chiltern 
Learning Trust said: “There 
has been strong support from 
the community throughout 
the various consultations 
that have taken place. 

“The new school will 
provide outstanding educa¬ 
tion for the people in our 
care.”

AT the end of the month, one 
of the most peaceable occa¬ 
sions to grace any of the 
many faith calendars will be 
celebrated in Luton - and 
everyone is invited to join in.

Jimmy’s show is 
tribute to old pal 



BACK when Little Jimmy Osmond made his 
TV debut on the Andy Williams Show in the 
1960s, little did he know they would grow 
to be so close in the future. 

Years down the line and Jimmy would 
find himself chatting with Andy outside 
their respective homes as neighbours and 
theatre owners in Branson, Missouri [pic¬ 
tured). Sadly those chats are consigned to 
the past after Andy’s death from bladder 
cancer aged 84 in 2012. 

But Jimmy continues to promote the 
singer’s legacy, and is bringing his tribute 
show Moon River and Me to the Grove 
Theatre in Dunstable later this month. 

Jimmy, who now looks after Andy’s the¬ 
atre in Branson, told Luton on Sunday it 
stemmed from a promise he had made to 
his old friend before he died. 

He said: “Andy told me that since the 
60s his Christmas shows had been tradi¬ 
tion, and I said I would keep them going 
after he was gone. I was going to do this 
show just for my theatre, but once I did it 
people all over the world wanted the show. 

“I said we’d do five shows, and suddenly 
it turned into 27. When you look at his rep¬ 
ertoire and how many other people’s 
careers touched his, there was a real 
appetite to remember Andy and his voice. 


“You can get people getting quite emo¬ 
tional at the shows. People want an escape 
when they come to a live show, and that’s 
what we want to give them and let them 
forget any troubles they have for a couple 
of hours. 

“I did one show in New Mexico and this 
military guy came up to me and started 
crying and gave me a hug. 

“He was saying that when I sang Moon 
River he thought of his mum. It was the 
last song she had sung to him before he 
went away on duty, and that when he 
came back she was gone.” 

So now he’s back in the UK, does he 
look forward to performing away from 
comfort of his own country? 

He says: “When I’m doing a show I pre¬ 
fer doing it in the UK. You guys have 
always allowed me to be myself rather than 
being a guy from a band. 

“I feel there’s a rapport and history there 
by allowing me to do that, and for me 
that’s great. I crave coming to the UK.” 

So why not head out and see Jimmy in 
his element? The show is at 7:30pm at the 
Grove Theatre on Wednesday October 19.

Catch rising star

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David Niven's naughty home 



DAVID Niven was the sort of 
Englishman that is fast 
disappearing these days. Not 
only was he debonair, dashing, 
witty, stylish and an all-round 
officer and gentleman but he 
also enjoyed a long and glittering 
career in Hollywood. 

This includes both as a serious 
and comedy actor in nearly 100 
movies films right up until his 
death in 1983. 

These included most famously 
central roles in several Pink 
Panther films as well as 1961’s 
The Guns of Navaronne, as a 
spoof James Bond in Casino 
Royale in 1967 and as a 
love-struck airman in the Powell 
and Pressburger 1947 
masterpiece A Matter of Life and 
Death. 

His early academic career was 
not such a success. He attended 
Heatherdown Preparatory 
School in Berkshire from which 
he was expelled for playing too 
many pranks on masters and 
fellow pupils alike, and had to 
attend a crammer in order to 
pass the exams to enter the navy, 


which he failed to do and 
subsequently attended Stowe 
school. 

The crammer was at a 
vicarage in Penn Street, a small 
hamlet in Buckinghamshire 
where he was tutored along with 
a dozen other miscreant boys by 
the Reverend Arthur or ‘Pa’ 
Browning, the grandson of poet 
Robert Browning, 

Niven lived there for two years 
and, in his best-selling 


autobiography The Moon’s a 
Balloon, he records his time at 
Flint House as “a very pleasant 
interlude”.

THE Godfather is widely

Where it was 
important to 
be earnest 



I t is now 121 years since The 
Importance of Being 
Earnest, Oscar Wilde’s 
most famous play, was first 
performed. And yet it 
remains popular to this day, 
including a revival in 2011 as 
well as being adapted for the 
cinema three times. 

Its farcical plot focusses on 
the degrees to which young 
artistic Victorians would go to 
escape the era’s suffocating 
social rules and was set among 
a group of louche friends living 
in a boho area of central 
London. 

The play opens in the 
apartment of the play’s central 
character, Algernon Moncrief 
and is where the satire first 
bites, ridiculing the rules of 
marriage proposal prevalent 
during the late 1890s. 

The apartment was modelled 
by Wilde on a house at 14 Half 


Moon Street, a white 
stucco-fronted block called 
Gannon Apartments where rich 
young single men boarded at the 
time, many of whom were 
friends with Wilde. 

The street is named after the 
then rowdy Half Moon Pub 
around the corner where Wilde 
was often to be found, and the 
apartments were opposite The 
Fleming, another drinking hole 
popular with London’s then 
artistic community.

WHERE better to set a science 
fiction film featuring a dystopian 
nightmare of global warming, 
energy supply collapse and 
gaming escapism than in one of 
the UK’s inner cities?

Stephen Spielberg clearly has as 
he is currently filming Ready 
Player One, a film based on the 
eponymous 2011 sci-fi novel by 
Ernest Cline, in an 
up-and-coming area of the West 
Midlands.

New Q5 grows and sheds weight

DESIGNERS and engineers at 
Audi have achieved the seemingly 
impossible in the latest version of 
the company’s top-selling SUV. 
For the all-new Q5 - revealed at 
the Paris Motor Show - weighs 
in at up to 90kg lighter than its 
predecessor despite being longer 
and wider with more room both 
inside and in the boot. 

At 4.66 metres long, 1.89 metres 
wide and 1.66 metres tall with a 


2.82-metre wheelbase the new 
Q5 has grown in nearly all of its 
dimensions. 

Styling is evolutionary rather than 
revolutionary, but while the looks 
are unmistakably Audi, the latest 
Q5 has, in fact, been reworked 
from the ground up. 

Driver assistance systems - 
some of them optional - are 
comprehensive and, according 
to Audi represent a next step 


towards piloted driving. They 
are bundled into three driver 
assistance packages - Tour, 
Parking and Parking Advanced. 
The predictive efficiency assistant 
helps the driver save fuel by 
specific information on the car’s 
surroundings. Adaptive cruise 
control (ACC) including traffic 
jam assist can handle some of 
the steering work in slow-moving 
traffic. 


Active lane assist makes it easier 
to stay in lane while distance 
warning alerts the driver when 
the gap to another vehicle drops 
below a safe distance. 

Cross traffic assist rear, an 
exit warning system, collision 
avoidance assist and turn assist 
are other new safety features 
while Audi pre-sense city is a 
standard feature which warns 
of pedestrians and vehicles 
and may initiate automatic 
emergency braking. Park assist, 
camera-based recognition of 
traffic signs and hill descent 
assist round out the available 
features. 

When it arrives in the UK next 
Spring the new Q5 will be 
available with a powerful 2.0 TDI 
diesel engine producing 190PS. 
Soon after the launch a revised 
2.0 TFSI petrol engine will also 
be available followed later by 
an intensively revised 3.0 TDI. 

The drivetrain - including the 
six-speed manual transmission 
and seven-speed S-tronic 
box - have been extensively 
redeveloped and the Q5’s auto 
transmissions now integrate a 
fuel-saving freewheel function. 
The latest quattro all when drive 
system comes with what the 
company calls ultra-technology 
which disengages the rear-axle 
drive whenever it is not needed 
and, if necessary, proactively 
re-engages it. The new concept 
boosts efficiency without 
reducing traction or driving 
dynamics, says the company.

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SEAT Alhambra 
FR-Line 2.0 TDi

SOME years ago the MPV - or people 
mover - was the ‘wow factor’on wheels. 
They sold like hot cakes and were the 
perfect answer to family transport. 

But trends changed and the SUV, 
compact SUV and lifestyle estate carved 
their slices from the MPV’s popularity - so 
you might be forgiven for thinking that the 
people mover may have taken a back seat 
in terms of mass appeal.

8.9 seconds is enough to satisfy anyone 
who wants that bit more out of their people 
mover without resorting to out and out 
sporty choices. 

It offers a super-smooth drive with 
surprisingly agile handling for a people 
mover and proved an ideal choice for both 
town driving and long distance trips. 

The FR-Line trim is the top option for 
Alhambra and the black Alcantara 
upholstery certainly enhanced what is 
a very well specified car as standard. 

Apart from a number of other trim features 
the FR Line treatment offers 18-inch alloy 
wheels which certainly make this model 
stand out from the crowd. 

Wide sliding rear doors make easy access 
into the rear and it possible lower rows 
two and three flat into the floor, leaving 
a van-like load space. 

And if you want to gild the lily there is a raft 
of options available one of which, the £155 
Full Link option includes compatibility with 
Mirror Link, Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto and should be considered a must for 
this thoroughly modern people carrier.

RIO READY TO RUMBLE

RIO has dominated 2016 and Kia is keeping 
the carnival feel alive with a spectacular 
reveal of its latest hatchback at the Paris 
Motor Show. The new model - the fourth 
generation of the Korean company’s global 
top seller - will be on the road early next 
year. It’s bigger than before, comes with 
Kia’s latest design inside and out and will 
be available only as a five door model. 
Kia claims the new Rio offers more space 
inside than any other compact hatch on 
the market and boot space is 325 litres. It’s 
features full connectivity including Apple 
Car Play and Android Auto and will be the 
first in its segment to come with automatic 
emergency braking complete with 
pedestrian recognition as standard - which 
should help keep insurance costs down. The 
new Rio will be available with a variety of 
engines including Kia’s new 1.0-litre turbo 


HYUNDAI is planning a hot hatch with performance to rival the likes of the Audi RS and even BMW’s mighty M machines. 
Dressed to thrill, the Hyundai RN30 was revealed at the Paris Motor Show in concept form by Albert Biermann - the Korean 
company’s newly-appointed head of high performance cars. Based on the New Generation Hyundai i30, the RN30 was born 
as a racing machine, and is the first example Hyundai’s new range of N sports models announced last year. 

Powered by a 2.0-litre turbo boosted to 380 horsepower the RN30 is in the same league as the likes of Ford’s Focus RS and 
the BMW M2. “The RN30 embodies the concept of a strong, high-performance car that brings dynamic, sporty driving,” says 
Albert Biermann, who joined Hyundai after working for BMW’s M division. “Soon to evolve into our first N model, the RN30 
is inspired by our passion to provide a high-performance car that everybody can enjoy effortlessly.” With huge spoilers and 
aerodynamic body kit, the RN30 concept has already undergone testing at the legendary Nurburgring in Germany and Mr 
Biermann said that an BON was already slated for development as a production car and due for release next year. When 
developing the RN30, Hyundai’s designers and engineers took a new approach to reducing weight and lowering the center of 
gravity. Instead of using carbon fibre reinforced polymer (CFRP) common to most high-performance cars, Hyundai broke 
the mould with all-new high-performance plastic materials, developed in collaboration with leading global chemical company 
BASF. The lightweight body is designed to boost handling and acceleration while inside the interior was stripped down and 
the seats pushed back and lowered to achieve a low centre of gravity, ideal for performance driving. The RN30 has been 
developed at Hyundai Kia’s research and development centre in Namyang in Korea where Mr Biermann is based.

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RENAULT’S ELECTRIC 
CHARGE

EVERYDAY all-electric motoring 
has come one step closer to reality 
with the unveiling of a new battery 
powered model which is theoretically 
capable of being driven from the 
North of England to London on a 
single charge. 

The latest Renault ZOE, unveiled at 
the Paris Motor Show, has the longest 
range of any mainstream electric 
vehicle at 250 miles (400km) - twice 
the distance delivered by the model 
at the time of its original launch. 

In real-world driving, however, 
Renault estimates that the Zoe 
fitted with the new Z.E. 40 battery 
has a range of 186 miles (300km) in 
urban or suburban areas. Still pretty 
impressive and a major step forward 
for all-electric power. 

According to Renault Group chairman 
Carlos Ghosn: “Renault has added a 
new dimension to the world of electric 
vehicles. It’s a breakthrough in all¬ 
electric motoring that will provide the 
range needed to make any motorist 
comfortable choosing electric.” 

ZOE models fitted with the new 
battery are expected to be available 
in Britain in November. 



FORD GIVES FIESTA ST FIVE BY: DAVID WHINYATES 


FOR the first time in its history 
the Ford Fiesta ST hatchback is 
being made available as a five- 
door alongside the three-door 
model. 

Applied wisdom in the motor 
industry has usually dictated that 
hot hatchbacks should come with 
three doors, but the decision by 
Ford to add the five door makes 
good marketing sense and will 
make this higher performance 
version of the Fiesta more 
attractive to family drivers who 
still want to get an extra kick out 
of their motoring. 

It will provide additional practicality 
thanks to easier access to the 
rear seats for passengers and for 
parents with small children, while 
retaining the performance and 
driving dynamics that earned the 


Fiesta ST more than 20 awards 
around the globe during its first 
year on sale. 

The model’s 1.6-litre EcoBoost 
petrol engine delivers 182PS 
and 240Nm of torque, enabling 
0-62mph acceleration in 6.9 
seconds alongside 46.3mpg fuel 
efficiency and 141g/km C02 
emissions. 

The performance-tuned chassis 
features optimised suspension, 
steering and brakes, supported 
by enhanced Torque Vectoring 
Control - which applies brake 
force to the inside front wheel 
when cornering to improve road 
holding and reduce understeer 
without affecting speed - and 
three-mode Electronic Stability 
Control.

on the ST include 17-inch alloy 
wheels, unique grille, dynamic 
headlight design, and a rear 
diffuser.

“Growing numbers of customers 
have been asking us for a five-door 
version,” according to Roelant 
de Waard, Ford of Europe’s vice 
president, of marketing, sales and 
service.

Priced from £19,495 in the UK 
on ST-2 and ST-3 series from 
October, Ford predicts the new 
five door model will account for 
25 per cent of Fiesta ST sales in 
Europe.

Doping issues are 
testing our faith 
in sporting icons 


AFTER football had some of 
its dirty little secrets exposed 
last week, we could have 
done with some news from 
the rest of sport to restore a 
little bit of our faith. 

Unfortunately, what has 
transpired in the last few days 
has only made us question 
how much of the action we 
see is legitimate even more. 

It also brought into question 
just how serious some author¬ 
ities are about eliminating 
doping from sport, especially 
after Maria Sharapova had 
her ban from tennis for taking 
the banned substance meldo- 
nium reduced from two years 
to 15 months by the Court of 
Arbitration for Sport, mean¬ 
ing she can start competing 
again next April. 

Ever since she tested posi¬ 
tive at the Australian Open 



towards the start of the year, 
Sharapova has tried to make 
out that she’s some sort of 
victim because she was 
unaware of that particular 
substance now being on the 
banned list. The Russian even 
said this week that tennis had 
made an example of her, but 
those who believe her pleas of 
ignorance represented a gen¬ 
uine excuse are in a minority. 

For someone usually so 
meticulous, it was an extraor¬ 


dinary oversight on her part 
and CAS’ ruling to reduce the 
ban because of ‘degree of 
fault’ seems to give athletes 
an easy cop-out should they 
ever be caught out. 

Naturally, it wouldn’t be a 
debate over doping without 
cycling being involved in 
some way, with the questions 
over Therapeutic Use 
Exemptions (TUEs), particu¬ 
larly concerning Sir Bradley 
Wiggins, growing louder. 

There’s no suggestion that 
Wiggins has deliberately 
obtained a TUE to enhance 
his performances, but his 
cause hasn’t been helped by 
the timing of them, especially 
the one before his 2012 Tour 
de France victory. 

The news that UK Anti- 
Doping is now investigating 
the delivery of a medical

The Blues went into yesterday’s Evo Stik 
Southern League Premier Division clash 
looking upwards, as they were knocking on 
the door of the play off places. 

However, their trip to Stratford was far 
from fruitful. 

Simeon Tulloch opened the scoring for the- 
hosts with just eight minutes on the clock, 
and was instrumental in the second. 

He was brought down in the box and the 
referee had no hesitation in pointing to the 
penalty spot. 

Jamie Sheldon stepped up and made no 
mistake from twelve yards to double the 
lead. 

Barton Rovers were out of luck as well, fall¬ 
ing to a 1-0 home defeat against Herne Bay 
which saw them crash out of the FA Trophy. 

The only goal of the game came in the 26th 
minute, when Stuart Zanone found the back 
of the net for the visitors. 

While Barton looked for an equaliser, it 
remained elusive as they exit the tourna¬ 
ment in the preliminary round. 

AFC Dunstable also made a swift exit from 
the competition, falling foul of a 4-0 thrash¬ 
ing at the hands of Uxbridge. 

The OD’s were well in the game for the first 
half, trailing just 1-0 at the break, but three 
second half goals turned it into a rout.

LUTON ‘keeper Christian Walton 
thought he might have played for 
England Under-21s in their 
European Championship qualifier 
victory over Kazakhstan on 
Thursday. 

Instead, the loan ace from 
Brighton travelled nearly 3,000 
miles and across two time zones to 
sit on the bench despite being the 
only young Three Lions stopper 
currently playing regular league 
football. 

Walton, who was a late call-up by 
U21s boss Aidy Boothroyd after 
the withdrawal through injury of 
Sunderland’s Jordan Pickford, 
returned for the Hatters’ 1-1 
League Two draw against Crewe, 
having only got back to home 
shores at 4am the day before. 

Asked if he thought he’d make his 
U21 debut, the 20-year-old, who 
returned to the England camp 
after the Luton game, in prepara¬ 
tion for Tuesday’s international 
against Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
said: “Yeah, that was always a pos¬ 
sibility because there were a few 
injuries. 

“Obviously, I’m on the only one 


out of the three [goalkeepers] that 
were there, playing league foot¬ 
ball. 

“I did think I may have got a 
chance but it was a good experi¬ 
ence, being away, one I really 
enjoyed and I’m looking forward 
to Tuesday night. If I do get a start 
on Tuesday it would be great for 
me and one I’ll look forward to.” 

Town boss Nathan Jones had said 
before the Crewe game that he’d 
be “very, very, very, very disap¬ 
pointed” if Walton wasn’t released 
by England for the clash. 

The goalie said: “That was always 
the plan; me coming back and 
playing for Luton because that’s 
the most important thing for me at 
the minute, my club football. The 
England honour comes as an 
added bonus when you’re doing 
well. I’ve been lucky enough to get 
my chance so hopefully on 
Tuesday night I’ll get a start.” 

Against Crewe, Danny Hylton 
gave them the lead against the run 
of play but Ryan Lowe pegged 
them back in the second half to 
extend Town’s record to seven 
consecutive fourth-tier games 
without a clean sheet. 

“We took the lead just before half 
time at a good time and it’s disap¬ 
pointing not to keep a clean sheet 
and hold on to the three points,” 
said Walton.

CREWE ALEXANDRA 1 

THIS was one of those Kenilworth 
Road afternoons which won't make 
the hit parade of Hatters memories 
should Luton ever leave their home 
of 111 years. 

Tomorrow is the deadline for fans 
to have their say on the planning 
application for Town’s proposed new 
17,500-seat stadium at Power Court 
and Newlands Park and they’ll hope 
supporters show more enthusiasm 
for those schemes than they were 
able to muster in a drab draw against 
Crew Alexandra. 

The only bright spot was Danny 
Hylton’s well-worked seventh of the 
season and that was against the run 
of play on the stroke of half time, but 
there were few surprises when a 
38-year-old Ryan Lowe headed the 
Railwaymen level just after the hour 
mark. Nathan Jones’ men now 
haven’t kept a clean sheet in the 
league for seven straight games. 

The visitors looked well-placed to 
press on a take maximum points, so 
there’s a little victory there for Luton 
- if you get your microscope out - 
that they eked this one out to its dull 
conclusion. 

When a defender doesn’t score, but 
gets awarded man-of-the-match it 
tells you all you need to know about 
the quality on show. 


That’s no disrespect to Luton skip¬ 
per Scott Cuthbert - he was excellent 
in his rearguard duties - but the 
Hatters laboured against classy 
Crewe outfit. 

And, as their third 1-1 League Two 
draw in a row saw Town drop to fifth 
in the division, nine points off lead¬ 
ers Plymouth, it’s starting to feel like 
Luton are in something of a rut. 

There was just one change to the 
Luton side from the last weekend’s 


league draw at Cheltenham with 
Jake Gray - the only player to keep 
his place after Tuesday’s 2-0 EFL 
Trophy win over West Brom - replac¬ 
ing an ill Jordan Cook. 

Keeper Christian Walton also kept 
his spot having only landed back in 
Blighty at 4am on Friday morning 
from a watching brief with England 
Under-21s in Kazakhstan. 

It looked, for a split second, that the 
Brighton loan ace’s first task would 


be to pick the ball out of the net 
when Crewe’s Charlie Kirk ruffled 
the net, but his shot hit the outside of 
the net. 

While Luton were the busier side 
for the opening ten minutes - with 
Jack Marriott finding the net but 
also Sian Massey-Ellis’ flag raised 
for offside - Walton had to beat away 
a Chris Dagnall drive on ten minutes 
The Railwaymen then built up a 
head of steam and continued to test 


if the goalie was suffering from any 
jet lag from the five hours’ time dif¬ 
ference, but he was equal to Billy 
Bingham’s daisy-cutter. 

With Crewe looking comfortable, 
Town took the lead against the run 
of play. Pelly-Ruddock Mpanzu 
dinked a delightful reverse ball in 
behind the defence to Gray, who cut 
it back to the Hylton for his seventh 
of the season. 

It did little to inspire an improve¬ 
ment in Luton’s play after the half 
time interval with Walton still the 
busier goalie, scrambling across his 
line after Bingham’s blaster which, 
fortunately, narrowly missed the 
target. 

The Luton keeper was then beaten 
all ends up by a George Cooper free- 
kick which, luckily again, hit the roof 
of the net. 

But he was finally beaten in the 
64th minute. There was almost a 
sense of inevitability about it when 
the Crewe man crossed to Lowe 
who, in acres of space at the back 
post, had an eternity to pick his spot 
and head home. 

At that point, Crewe looked the 
only side capable victory, so the fact 
that Luton restricted their visitors to 
scraps was something to shout about 
in the resilience stakes, considering 
an underwhelming afternoon. 

Hylton even had half a chance to 
snatch something when Cuthbert 
headed down from a corner and the 
heavily marshalled striker stabbed 
over. 

That might have made for a 
moment to remember instead of an 
afternoon best left forgotten.
